L ockhart’s racer som ersau lted 
twice. The driv e su ccu m bed be­ 
fore reaching a hospital. 
Phy sicians said his sku ll was 
fractu red and chest cru shed.

Scores of spectators who

u p early to see L ockhart try to

FOUGHT WITH BISMARK 


Franco-Prussian War Vet Still Enjoys His Schnapps 


and Sauer Kraut at 85.

Great Falls, Mont., April 25— 


Six feet tall, straight as an ar- 
row and 85 years old, Rudolph 
Lange, who was with Bismarck 
and his Prussians when 
they 


marched into Paris in 1871, 
came striding into Great 
Falls 


the other day to look for some 
men who knew him in the days 
when the Old West was young. 


Lange -was a U. S. soldier m 


the pioneer days of the Indian 
wars and he wanted to get sAme 
one familiar with his record to 
sign his application for a federal 
pension. But the long, long years 
that have gone by since 
his 


youth have taken his old friends 
away and Lange had to tramp 
the dozen odd miles back to his 
home with his quest unfilled. 


"They tell me to get 
more 


mens to sicrn'when I was a sol- 
dier, but I don't see 'em 
no 


Lange said in his broken 


English. "They ain't here, the 
men I soldiered with and sous- 
ed with—and they makes me 
work for nothings. Huh!" 


Lange said he joined 
the 


Prussian army in 
1866 and 


marched into Paris with Bis- 
jnarck and Moltke in 1871. 


Bismarck give me a pipe of 


tobacco on the field, but 
mv 


horse he's shot pretty soon and 
I drop the tobacco," Lange said. 


After 
the 
Franco-Prussian 


v/ar, Lange came to America and 
enlisted in the federal forces as 
an Indian fighter. He savs he 
served two enlistments and for 
this he seeks a pension. 


At 85, Lange is strong 
and 


healthy. He says he drinks liquor 
whenever he can get it, 
eats 


sauer kraut almost dnilv • and 
has smoked and chewed tobacco 
all his life. 


"All my life I been healthy,"

no expense that at the same time will be 
beneficial.

of the Plattsburg idea of 1915, favorite American- 
ization plan of Theodore Roosevelt. They have 
grown in popularity each year until all of the 
requests for admission can not be granted.

But the 
mere fact that allegations may be 
all wrong seldom has any effect on 
politics when nothing can be proved 
either way. 


The anti-Hoover movement has 


shown unexpected strength in the 
last two or three weeks. 
Doubt 


has been-raised as to the eventual 
ownership of numbers of delegates 
previously counted in all the Hoo- 
ver columns. There is little ques- 
tion that Hoover will show the 
most delegates on the first ballot, 
but the margin that will insure or 
prevent a Hoover victory is hazy 
and indefinite enough to make any 
unexpected loss a severe one. At 
any rate, there has been a certain 
amount of worry in the Hoover 
camp.
